TOWN WARRANT 


The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Mascenic Regional 
School in said New Ipswich on Tuesday, the 8th of March 
next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects. 


Article 1. 
To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


Article 2 

To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 


“The Town Meeting will be adjourned until Wednesday, 
the 9th day of March 1977, at seven of the clock in the 
afternoon to act upon the remaining articles. 


Article 3. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to borrow money, when necessary, in anti- 
cipation of taxes. 


Article 4. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate by public auction 
which has been acquired by the Town through Tax Collec- 
tors deeds. 


Article 5. 
To hear reports of any Official or Committee and take 
any action relating thereto. 


Article 6. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $20,000.00 (twenty thousand dollars) to be used 
this year to rebuild a town road and/or roads. This would 
be the fifth part of a five-year plan to rebuild all roads need- 


ing such work in the town. 


Article 7. , 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum not to exceed $15,000 (fifteen thousand dollars) to 
purchase a new dump truck and to authorize the Selectmen 
to negotiate purchase of same, and to dispose of the present 
1969 Ford dump truck by Public Auction from which pro- 
ceeds will be used to offset purchase. 


Article 8. . 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of $5,000 (five thousand dollars) to be withdrawn from 
Capital Reserve Funds, for purchase and installation of a 
new hydraulic Road Sander, and to dispose of one used 
sander by Public Auction from which proceeds will be used 
to offset purchase. 


Article 9. 

To see if the Town will vote to withdraw $6,000.00 (six 
thousand dollars ) from the Fire Department Capital Reserve 
Fund for the following equipment for the new fire truck: 


Vf Akron Style 244” Nozzle 

1 Scott Mark II Air Pak 

1 Spare Cylinder for Mark II 
2200 feet 214” F600 Fire hose 
600 feet 114” F600 Fire hose 
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Article 10. 

To see if the Town will vote to increase the Fire Depart- 
ment Capital Reserve Fund from $3,000 (three thousand 
dollars) to $4,000 (four thousand dollars); the Highway 
Department Capital Reserve Fund from $3,000 (three thous- 
and dollars) to $4,000 (four thousand dollars); and the 
Police Department Capital Reserve Fund from $1,000 (one 
thousand dollars) to $2,000 (two thousand dollars). 


Article 11. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum not to exceed $5,000 (five thousand dollars) to purchase 
and equip a police cruiser, of which $4,000 (four thousand 
dollars) shall be withdrawn from Capital Reserve Funds, 
and to dispose of the present 1975 police cruiser by trade 
or Public Auction, from which preceeds will be used to offset 
purchase. 


Article 12. 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Board of As- 
sessors consisting of three members to be elected at the 
1978 Town Meeting; one member for one year, one for two 
years, one for three years, and thereafter elected annually 
for a three year term. 


Article 18. 

To see if the Town will vote to rescind a vote of Town 
Meeting of 1957 establishing a Recreation Committee for 
the Town, by election, and to authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint a three member Recreation Committee to over-see 
the Recreation programs and facilities of the Town. 


Article 14. 

To see if the Town will vote to prohibit the placing of 
additional mobile homes within a 2 mile radius of the point 
Routes 124 at 123A. 


Article 15. 

To see if the Town will limit the number of mobile homes 
to 100 (one hundred) including the number of trailers we 
now have. 


Article 16. 

To see if the Town will vote to become a member of the 
regional planning commission, now organized and named 
the Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning Com- 
mission. This Commission will have membership of at least 
two municipalities and will have jurisdiction over planning 
region delineated by the office of State Planning. The ob- 
jective of the Commission will be to plan for and encourage 
regional planning analysis, provide consensus on major 
problems of regional concern and to assist in the effectua- 
tion of projects within, and which extend beyond, the boun- 
daries of a particular town. 

The Commission will have only the authority conferred 
on it by Chapter 36:53, Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955, 
and will be an advisory commission to local governments in 
the region. Members of the Commission shall be appointed 
by the Selectmen in accordance with State Law. Two repre- 
sentatives will be appointed from New Ipswich. 


Article 17. 

To see if the. Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,346.40, as the Town’s share for the studies and 
operation of the Southwestern New Hampshire Regional 
Planning Commission. 

These funds will be used for financing the staff, opera- 
tion expenses, planning studies, technical assistance and 
other programs of the Commission. These funds may be 
used in conjunction with other State and Federal funds 
available for planning purposes. 


Article 18. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow the sum of $25,000 (twenty-five thousand dollars ) 
on a five year note, with interest at 5% amounting to $1,250. 
(one thousand two hundred fifty dollars) per year, to de- 
fray the costs of preparing the site of the sanitary landfill 
dump, constructing the entrance road with a fence and 
gate, and building a garage to house the loader used for 
the landfill operation and a fire department tank truck (the 
truck is already property of the town). 


submitted by The Dump Committee 
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Article 19. 

To see if the Town will vote to operate the sanitary land- 
fill dump under one of the following plans and to raise and 
appropriate the funds as specified herein. 


1. To operate with town equipment and personnel at an 
estimated cost of $21,750 (twenty-one thousand seven 
hundred fifty dollars) per year, including $8,750 (eight 
thousand seven hundred fifty dollars) per year for five 
years required to pay the loan with interest for the pur- 
chase of a loader. By voting this alternative the voters 
authorize the Selectmen to borrow money by the most 
feasible means to finance the acquision of the loader 
and to raise by taxes in 1977 a sum of $10,875 (ten 
thousand eight hundred seventy-five dollars); each year 
thereafter the funds required shall be a budget item. 


2. To authorize the Selectmen to hire a contractor on a 
competitive bid basis for a period of time not to exceed 
five years and to raise by taxes for the six-month period 
ending December 31, 1977 a sum equal to the lowest 
bid acceptable to the Selectmen and the Dump Com- 
mittee for this work, but not to exceed $10,000 (ten 
thousand dollars) for the six-month period. Each year 
thereafter the amount of the bid, including any in- 
creases under a cost of living index schedule, shall be 
a budget item. submitted by The Dump Committee 


Article 20. 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a three-member 
committee to supervise the solid waste management of the 
town, this committee to replace the present five-member 
elected committee following the Town Meeting of 1978 and 
to be appointed by the Selectmen. Initial terms to be one 
member for one year, one member for two years, and one 
member for three years; thereafter each appointed mem- 
ber shall serve for three years. 


submitted by The Dump Committee 
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Article 21. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $135,000 (one hundred thirty-five thousand dol- 
lars) to purchase the Appleton Academy building and land 
to be used for Municipal purposes, and to grant the Select- 
men permission to negotiate for serial notes and apply for 
federal and state grants to defray the cost. 


Article 22. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal 
from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the pro- 
visions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for 
use as set-offs against budgeted appropriations for the fol- 
lowing priority purposes and in amounts indicated, or take 
any other action hereon: 


Appropriations Amounts 
Public Safety (Police Dept. ) $12,000.00 
Environmental Protection (Dump) 9,000.00 
Public Transportation (Highway ) 18,023.52

Article 23. 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$649.00 (six hundred forty-nine dollars) to support the 
programs of the Monadnock Region Association during 1977. 


Article 24. 

To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of $2,673 
(two thousand six hundred seventy-three dollars) to sup- 
port the services of the Monadnock Community Visiting 
Nurse Association, Inc. This sum is based on a $1.35 per 
capita formula. 


Article 25. 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$986.00 (nine hundred and eighty-six dollars) to support 
the Monadnock Family and Mental Health Service. This 
sum is based on a $.50 per capita formula. 
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Article 26. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town Clerk 
to register voters at times between times set by the New 
Hampshire State Political Calendar and posted by the Su- 
pervisors of the Check List. 
and further: 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town Clerk 
to be reimbursed for the extra time necessary to register 
voters in an amount not to exceed $200.00 (two hundred 


dollars ). (by petition ) 


Article 27. 

To see if the Town will vote to have the Town Highway 
Agent elected by ballot, as opposed to maintaining the 
Authority of the Selectmen to appoint said Highway Agent. 

(by petition ) 


Article 28. 

To see if the Town will vote to have all Town Offices 
of New Ipswich, maintained under one roof, namely the 
Town Office of New Ipswich, which is centrally located. 
This would include, the Town Clerk, the Tax Collector, 
and any other office pertaining to New Ipswich. 


(by petition )

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


This year saw some significant changes in the Office of 
Selectmen with the election of Hans Olausen to replace 
George Lawrence, who served the Town faithfully for many 
years, and the resignation of William Russell. Mr. Russell's 
replacement, Justin Smith, is no stranger to the office, having 
served in this capacity some years ago. 

The event most prominent on the minds of the citizens of 
New Ipswich, is the total reassessment recently completed 
by E. F. Greene and Associates and its consequential effect 
on the individual taxpayers. While there were some adjust- 
ments required, as there have been every year, the overall 
response felt by this office has been positive in nature. 
While at times it seems there were many complaints and 
discussions on taxes, we can look at the overall picture of 
reassessment and conclude that ninety percent of the tax- 
payers had little, if any, complaint to bring before this 
Board. This is definitely favorable in comparison to other 
years when viewed in the light of this monumental under- 
taking, and the fact that total reassessment affected every 
taxpayer, one way or another. 

In a continuing effort to maintain a high degree of efficien- 
cy in the entire field of taxation, this Board has proposed a 
Board of Assessors to Town Meeting to pick up this part 
of the work load of the office of Selectmen. We believe the 
taxpayer can be better served in both the areas of town 
management and taxation if these roles were separated, and 
more time and effort dedicated to the people by each res- 
pective office. 

This Bicentennial year has been one of progress in ef- 
ficiency of Town Government, with several new methods 
of financial control incorporated into the system. These 
methods have helped the Selectmen and department heads 
keep a closer watch on the expenditures in comparison to 
the proposed budgets and work within the restrictions of 
the Town Budget, maintaining a surplus of cash at the end 
of the year. We are indebted to our Department Heads, 
Bookkeepers, Treasurer, and Auditor for their cooperation in 
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implementing these systems and making them work to the 
benefit of the Taxpayers. 

In looking to the future of our Town, we can see many 
more changes necessary to progress in efficiency to keep 
up with the modern pace of the world. This requires dedi- 
cated and concerned citizens who are willing to give of 
themselves in time and effort to promote this growth so vital 
to sustaining the life and well-being of our Town. We saw 
more of these concerned and dedicated people this year 
than in years past, and we are indeed grateful for their et- 
forts and support. The various committees and groups are 
named elsewhere in this report. 

Looking to the years ahead, we hope more of our towns- 
people will get involved in the conducting and betterment 
of our Town and its government. We encourage you to 
step forward... There is still plenty to do and its accomp- 
lishment will make an even better place to live and leave 
for posterity.

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POLICH DEPARTMENT REPORT 


1976 has proved to be still another busy year for the 
Police Department. 

In 1974 the Police Department answered 777 calls, in 
1975, 1654 calls were answered, in 1976, 1832 calls were 
answered. This is an increase of 1055 over a two year peri- 
od. As the Town grows, so do the demands on the police 
department, as shown in the calls answered. 

In 1976 this Department investigated 46 motor vehicle 
accidents, with an increase of 16 over the year before. It 
is still a very low rate with the winter that we have had. 

The Department investigated its first fatal accident in 
three years which was a double fatality. 

224 complaints were brought before the Peterborough 
District Court, 18 being Narcotic violation. Included in 
this was a six week investigation in which the Chief of 
Police worked his normal duties by day, and under-cover 
by night; living in an apartment house, where there were 
drug sales going on. As a result, six persons were arrested, 
two being charged with unlawful sale of Hash-Ish. This 
type of investigation is not usually done by small depart- 
ments such as New Ipswich. The State Police are usually 
called in to handle such cases. I wish to thank the officers 
who gave their free time to this investigation, and to the 
Board of Selectmen for their assistance and cooperation. 

The Hunter Safety course was held at the Police Station 
again this past year. The class was conducted by Sgt. Thi- 
bault, Corp. Leel, and Deputy Chief Warren of the State 
Fish and Game Dept. 

Chief Brodley and the Department wish to thank all town 
departments, surrounding Police Departments, and the State 
Police for fheis help and assistance in the time of need; also, 
the Board of Selectmen for their cooperation and assistance 
in the past year.

Report of District Fire Chief and 
4 Town Forest Fire Warden 


Since its beginning in 1893, the State Forestry Depart- 
ment has recognized the fact that forest fire prevention and 
suppression is a joint state and town or city responsibility. 
Local authorities recommend names of persons to the State 
Forester, who appoints one person as town or city fire 
warden and several other persons as town or city deputy fire 
wardens to a three year term. 


The local forest fire warden controls the kindling of all 
outside fires, when the ground is not covered with snow, by 
issuing a written permit for kindling a fire. Permits are only 
issued at such times and in such places as the fire warden 
deems as safe. 


The State Forest Fire Service trains the local forest fire 
organization in modern forest fire prevention and suppres- 
sion tactics. The State also provides backup personnel and 
equipment for suppression and prevention activities. 


The combination of State and local forces has resulted in 
one of the smallest acreage loss due to forest fires in the 
United States for the past 20 years.

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NEW IPSWICH HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
REPORT OF 1976 


In 1976 the Highway Dept. paved Appleton Road and 
rebuilt .8 mile of Binney Hill Road. The fifth year of the 
five year plan will complete Appleton Road and Binney Hill 
Road, the total cost being $21,800. The carry-over balance 
of nearly $1,000.00 and pipe already bought, added to the 
$20,000, will complete these projects. 

At the 1976 Town Meeting voters passed a total Highway 
Budget of $98,000, but they cut the total Town Budget by 
$27,000, of which $20,000 was taken from the Highway 
Budget. This left a balance of $78,400. By cutting person- 
nel to the bare minimum and doing all winter work with 
only Town equipment resulted in turning back $6,500.00 to 
the Town. The figure of $71,900 spent this year is the lowest 
amount spent for a few years. 

After having the grader engine break down, it was de- 
cided to have the engine over-hauled instead of asking for 
a new grader. 

I wish to thank the Selectmen and other departments for 
their cooperation.

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HIGHWAY COMMITTEE REPORT 


At this year's Town Meeting the voters will decide upon 
the last allotment of $20,000 of a 5-year town road improve- 
ment program. Although no action is required of the voters 
at this time, the Road Committee advocates that some form 
of this program be continued beyond this year. Assuming 
this year’s allotment is approved the road agent proposes 
to complete the rebuilding of Appleton Road and Binney 
Hill Road. The committee concurs. The length of Ap- 
pleton Road to be completed is about 6/10 mile with a 
projected cost of $10,000. The remainder of Binney Hill 
Road to be completed is 5/10 mile with a projected cost 
of $11,900. TRA money is adequate to complete the repair 
of Greenville Road. 

Even a cursory perusal of town roads will show that 
there is much more to be done. As examples, three much 
traveled roads, which are among the worst in Town, are 
listed below with the estimated cost of repairs: 


Page Hill Road 2-+ Miles $38,100 
Fox Farm Road 1 Mile $21,500 
River Road 1 Mile $18,800 


These prices do not allow for any inflationary escalation. 
The repair of these three roads alone will cost about $80,000, 
which would use up four years worth of a $20,000 per year 
plan. 

Everyone can come up with his list of worst roads. Ma- 
son Road and the South end of Poor Farm Road certainly 
qualify. In addition to condition, criteria, which must be 
taken into account in assigning priority for roads to be. 
repaired, should include school bus usage and ease of 
snow plowing. Any delay, of course, worsens the condi- 
tion of these roads.

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REPORT OF THE DUMP COMMITTEE 


As the July 1st deadline for the cessation of open burning 
dumps approaches, affirmative action must be taken to adopt 
the measures required to put the landfill into operation. 
The appropriation of money to accomplish these objectives 
is necessary. It also means that the habits of the residents 
of the town must change somewhat, as the hours when 
the dump will be open will be limited. The committee has 
attempted to hold the proposed construction and operating 
costs at a minimum, which nevertheless far exceeds our 
budget for the burning dump of the present. This is an ex- 
penditure facing all towns, the price of a better environ- 
ment in the future. Some financial relief may be forthcom- 
ing from State or Federal agencies eventually, but for the 
time being the local taxpayer must bear the burden. 

In towns where a suitable site can be found sanitary land- 
fill is the least costly alternative of waste disposal. Although 
some economy in operation is possible by joining a regional 
facility used by several towns, the cost and inconvenience 
of transportation to a site some distance from a town can 
offset the advantages. An increase in the population of New 
Ipswich would not tend to add to the cost of operating 
this landfill to any great extent but would reduce the per 
capita figure, which at the present time may be about $13 
per person yearly. Regulations of both the New Hampshire 
Air Pollution Control Commission and the State Solid Waste 
Management Agency, not to mention the Environmental 
Protection Agency, force compliance by the towns. 

By combining a garage for an available fire department 
tank truck with the building to house the loader used for 
the dump the needs of both fire protection for the site (a 
state requirement) and for the initial attack on any fires 
in that section of the town will be taken care of. Rental of 
the present dump will continue at $800 per month until 
use of it is terminated and it is properly closed and graded, 
probably for a seven-month period this year. The lease 
of the land for the new facility will begin on April Ist 
when site preparation will be undertaken. The rental of 
this land for the period until April 1, 1978 amounts to 
$3,156.08, based on a formula arrived at through the taxes 
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assessed on the tract of land where the dump is to be lo- 
cated. The rental of the present dump and the lease of 
the land for the new one is included in the 1977 Town 
Budget. The cost of designing the landfill and properly 
closing the present dump has been provided for through 
money appropriated by passage of Article 18 of the Town 
Warrant of 1974, of which a balance of $10,648 remains. 
The committee is pursuing possible grants to eventually 
offset some of the costs of development and operation of 


the landfill.

Annual Report 


An ambulance is not just a means of transportation for the 
sick and injured, but also a vehicle in which well trained 
Emergency Medical Technicians and their equipment re- 
spond to a medical emergency. 

The Board of Directors of The Souhegan Valley Ambu- 
lance Service, Inc. is happy to announce a reduction in the 
budget for the ensuing year to $4.25 per capita. A further 
reduction in the 1978-1979 budget is anticipated. 

The year 1976 was a very active one, not only in training 
new personnel, but also in up-grading the present volunteers. 
Out of twenty-seven (27) licensed attendants, all volunteers, 
eighteen (18) are Emergency Medical Technicians. 757% 
of our drivers are graduates of the New Hampshire Heart 
Association and the Red Cross Cardio Pulmonary Resusci- 
tation Course. Each Emergency Medical Technician has 
given a minimum of 80 to 100 hours just to complete their 
training. We are trying to schedule a Defensive Driving 
Course for 1977 for all members. 

A breakdown of the total ambulance runs for 1976 for 
the four Towns is as follows: New Ipswich, 58; Greenville, 
50; Mason, 23; Temple, 17. . 

In July of 1976 our new Modular Ambulance was de- 
livered. Within 14 days it was fully equipped and in service 
with new and up-dated emergency equipment. This ambu- 
lance and equipment meets all Department of Transporta- 
tion Federal requirements for emergency vehicles. Both 
ambulances may now communicate directly by radio-tele- 
phone with the Emergency Room of any hospital on the 
Eastern Seaboard. A verbal agreement exists between the 
Wilton-Lyndeboro and Jaffrey Ambulance Services for mu- 
tual aid which will provide three extra ambulances in case 
of an emergency. 

The Board of Directors would like to equip the Attend- 
ants with a paging system. This would facilitate the re- 
sponse time in any emergency. 

The Board of Directors would like to give a well deserved 
“thank you to all of our volunteer attendants and the vari- 
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ous fire and police departments. Nelson’s Answering Service 
is high on our list for a “thank you” for their contribution 
in the dispatching of drivers and attendants.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


New Hampshire Law defines this Board as the Board 
of Selectmen in towns such as New Ipswich. The Board is 
responsible to the Division of Public Health Services under 
the Department of Health & Welfare of the State and may 
appoint an Executive Secretary known as the Health Of- 
ficer to carry out its daily functions. Funding is available 
to the Board by proper application to the Town or to ap- 
propriate State or Federal agencies. In general, the Board’s 
responsibility is in the area Bot public education to protect 
the Public Health and in investigating and securing action 
on receipt of citizen complaints of threats to the Public 
Health. 

The Board performed without funding during 1976 since 
no application for funding had been filed. It did use the 
services and supplies of the Town Office available to the 
Selectmen and other Town Officers. The Board also realized 
value from funding, voted the Monadnock Region Associa- 
tion for the year 1976, through a regional meeting of Health 
Officers in the Dublin Town Hall on October 20, 1976, ar- 
ranged by this Association, and attended by New Ipswich 
and a number of other towns. This meeting was also attend- 
ed by the Director and other representation from the Divi- 
sion of Public Health Services in Concord. It was the first 
time, in the memory of those attending, that State and 
Town Officials in this region had had an opportunity to 
identify and discuss solutions to common problems in Public 
Health. 

Details concerning problems handled by the New Ipswich 
Board, with varying degrees of success during 1976, are 
reported and available in files in the Town Office. This re- 
port will identify a few to give the Town a feel of the job 
faced by the Board. 

Complaint concerning the conduct of affairs at a local 
nursing home was received and appropriately referred. 
Threats of litigation against the citizen bringing complaint 
dissolved with a change of ownership, and the active interest 
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of the Congregational Church and appropriate agencies in 
Concord. 

Numerous complaints concerning animals were received. 
Opinion concerning their seriousness and available remedy 
was locally available through the generosity of Dr. Edward 
Moore, who also enabled the securing of opinion from Uni- 
versities and State and Federal agencies with which he was 
familiar. These complaints involved both wild and domestic 
animals. In the great majority they were resolved satisfactor- 
ily by the Town Animal Officer, whose time and patience 
and expertise, won the gratitude of the Board. 

Insects and like creatures were a source of complaint. 
Fly control measures previously used by local industry 
raising animals again proved of effectiveness. A pin worm 
epidemic was quieted with the assistance of a Public Edu- 
cation Statement prepared in Concord and distributed by 
the Town Office. This required special effort by Dr Koupas, 
of the Division of Public Health Services, to whom the 
Board extends thanks. 

This Division contains the State's Program on Alcoholism 
and Drug Abuse and the Board did its best with such 
problems - as they presented locally. They appear to be 
soluable only through Public Education and Law Enforce- 
ment. Both are presently available through the Town Of- 
fice and other sources. 

The Board voted to support a suit presently before Feder- 
al Court to over-turn the hugely expensive “mandatory 
mental health insurance law” on Constitutional grounds. 
This suit is brought by the trustees of funds for “health” 
in both labor and management organizations, and the cost 
to the Town is significant as would be the savings were 
this suit to prevail. 

Future funding of the “no-strings-attached” variety re- 
mains available to the Town for purposes of Public Health 
and related Public Education. One example was defined 
in Article 26 of the 1975 Town Warrant. Another appears 
as a result of a Federal Court decision against a drug com- 
pany, ordering the N. H. Attorney General to distribute 
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several hundred thousand dollars as is deemed fit for solu- 
tion of drug-related problems in this State. The Board’s in- 
formant is the Director of the Program on Alcoholism and 
Drug Abuse in the Division of Public Health Services in 
Concord. 

Public interest and active concern is the key to any suc- 
cessful effort in Public Health. New Ipswich has inherited 
a great tradition, in the example of Lemuel Shattuck of 
this Town, who is credited with creating departments and 
Boards of Health over 100 years ago.

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MONADNOCK REGION ASSOCIATION REPORT 


The Monadnock Region Association was founded in 1934 
when representatives from twenty-four towns in Southwest- 
ern New Hampshire first met and formed the organization. 

The objectives of the Association today are much the same 
as they were in 1934. 

We believe in tourism and recreation for the residents 
of the region and for the many visitors who enjoy coming 
here. The tourist industry in New Hampshire is a $450 
million dollar business and over 32,000 New Hampshire 
people are employed in tourist related jobs. The Monad- 
nock Region Association is the only association or group ex- 
pressly charged by the State of New Hampshire with the 
responsibilities of recreation and tourism in the Monad- 
nock Region. 

In 1976 the Association distributed over 120 thousand 
folders and brochures about the Monadnock Region to po- 
tential tourists and travelers to our area. Tourists paid the 
State of New Hampshire 14 million dollars Rooms and Meals 
tax in 1976. Over 514 million dollars of this was redistri- 
buted by the State to all New Hampshire towns and cities. 
Every town and city in the Monadnock Region received a 
share of this tourist tax revenue according to population. 

The Town of New Ipswich received $18,186 of these 
funds in 1976. The Monadnock Region Association also 
strives to improve the industrial climate in the area. We 
know that there cannot be jobs for our young people if 
there are not shops, plants, and warehouses where they can 
work. In the Region there are many good companies that 
provide clean, well-paying jobs and they don’t make smoke 
or pollute the streams. We seek to help other firms like 
these to locate in the Monadnock Region. 

Also we want to maintain and preserve our natural re- 
sources, our mountains, our forests, our fields and our wild 
birds and animals so that they can be enjoyed by those 
who live here and by the visitors who come to the area 
now and in the future. 

Our interests in recreation and tourism, in industry, and 
in conservation, haven't changed greatly in 48 years. 

Mr. William Currier is the Monadnock Region Associa- 
tion director in New Ipswich. 
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WELFARE REPORT 


Twelve investigations were conducted by the New Ip- 
swich Welfare Department this year. Of the twelve, assist- 
ance was granted and accepted in six cases. Five applica- 
tions for assistance were denied and one application was 
investigated and assistance was granted but later declined 
by the prospective recipient. 

The total expenditures for the calendar year of "76: were 
$2,005.87. The welfare budget was unexpended by approxi- 
mately $130.00. The greatest portion of this year’s funds 
went for the support of a minor child who was declared a 
ward of the town, and by state law the Town of New 
Ipswich must assume responsibility for the support of this 
child until such time as the child becomes of legal age. 

The balance of the monies were spent to provide emer- 
gency fuel to the needy town residents and to purchase 
other necessities of life including groceries and clothing.

REPORT OF THE 
NEW IPSWICH BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


After a year of preparation, the New Ipswich Bicentennial 
Committee was able to institute a full program for 1976. 
We consider ourselves very fortunate that so many indi- 
viduals and organizations were willing to provide manpower 
and donate money so that all our undertakings were success- 
ful. 

Our biggest project was the restoration of the Town 
Pound of 1784 and the erection of a memorial plaque to the 
soldiers from New Ipswich who fought in the American 
Revolution. We were able to obtain a matching grant from 
the New Hampshire American Revolution Bicentennial Com- 
mission for $1,000. The committee encourages all to view 
our restored Town Pound and memorial plaque on Porter 
Hill Road.

3) A street dance in June and a Harvest dance in Sep- 
tember, headed by Patricia Thayer and Gloria Livingston. 


4) The Bicentennial Parade headed by Frank Matthews. 


5) A firemen’s muster managed by the New Ipswich 
Fire Department. 


6) The ringing of the town bell and the opening of 
historical buildings on the 4th of July. 


7) Craft exhibits and demonstrations at the 115th New 
Ipswich Children’s Fair. 


8) A Celebration of New Ipswich’s Religious Heritage 
in November. 
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It is impossible to acknowledge adequately all the kind- 
nesses, hard work, and sound advice our committee received 
over ths year. Literally hundreds of individuals helped make 
our committee's various projects a success. The people of 
New Ipswich gave so generously to our projects that we 
not only ended in the black but we were able to donate 
over $296.08 in excess funds to the town to help maintain 
the Town Pound and the first cemetery which adjoins it. 

I can't end this report without personally thanking my 
committee for the numerous hours they devoted to our 
bicentennial efforts. Irene Blais chaired the Bicentennial

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REPORT OF THE 
CRIME AND DELINQUENCY COMMITTEE 


This committee was appointed as a result of the passage 
of Article 26 at the 1976 Town Meeting. There was some 
difficulty in obtaining volunteers to be appointed to this 
committee, and even when some were assembled, it was 
never possible to assemble the entire committee, nor did all 
members appear to be able or willing to commit sufficient 
time to researching an appropriate project for the town. 

While there was some general agreement in the com- 
mittee that the drug problem among the youth of the town 
was certainly the most pressing crime and delinquency 
problem the town faces, the lack of resources in the form of 
people's time, doomed the committee to failure. Since I have 
come to believe that setting up a project of the sort the 
committee was supposed to recommend, required both time 
and expertise the town either does not have or will not spend, 
I recommend that the town not consider similar ventures 
in the future without either more groundwork being laid or 
the assurance of the availability of appropriate talent. 

Because of the above, I regretfully resigned as Chairman 
on December 13, 1976. I would only add that the intention 
of Article 26 is very commendable, and that the committee 
members did put forth an honest effort given the constraints 
we were operating under.

War Service Exemption: 
RSA Chapter 72: 28 — 36a 


Permanent application for veterans exemption is available 
to every resident of the State of New Hampshire. A resident 
is one who has had his legal domicile, i.e., principal place 
of abode in this state for at least one year preceding April 1 
in the year the exemption is applied for. 

One must have served on active duty at least ninety days 
in the wars on armed conflicts as defined in the law. The 
dates shown on the discharge or separation papers are con- 
trolling. 

In any of the following wars or armed conflicts, The Span- 
ish War, Philippine Insurrection, Boxer Rebellion, World 
War I, avorld War II, Korean Conflict or Viet Nam Conflict 
as defied in the 1a

Exemption for Elderly Persons: 
RSA 72:43 b — 72:43 c 


This application must be signed and filed with the Select- 
men on or before April 15, of each calendar year. 

In general the provisions of this act are as follows: 

Owner of the property and reached the age of 65 on or 
before April 1. (calendar year) 

Legal resident of this state for the five year period begin- 
ning April 1. (calendar year) 
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Income from all sources in excess of $7,000, if married 
combined in excess of $9,000, after deducting: 


1) life insurance paid on the death of an insured; 


2) expenses and cost incurred in the course of conducting 
a business; 


3) proceeds from sale of assets; 
4) social security payments. 


Assets of any kind, within or without the State of N.H., 
tangible or intangible, less bona fide encumbrances in ex- 
cess of $35,000 on April 1. (calendar year)

Current Use Taxation: 
RSA 79A, Chapter 372, Laws of 1973 


General Rules Applying to Current Use 
Taxation and Application 


1. All applications must be in the hands of the selectmen 
on or before April 15th of the year in which current use 
assessment is being requested. If any owner shall satisfy the 
assessing officials that he was prevented by accident, mis- 
take, or misfortune from filing said application on or before 
April 15th, said officials may receive said application at a 
later date. No application shall be received after the local 
tax rate has been approved by the Department of Revenue 
Administration. 


2. The assessing officials must notify the applicant no 
later than July Ist or within fifteen days, if the application 
is filed after July Ist, of their decision to classify or refusal 
to classify his parcel of land by delivery of such notification 
to him in person, or by mailing such notification to his last 
and usual place of abode. 


3. If the applicant is denied current use assessment, and 


he still feels that he should qualify, he may in writing and 
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upon payment of $10.00 on or before thirty days after such 
denial by the assessing officials apply to the State Board of 
Taxation for a review of the action of the assessing officials. 


4. Once application has been accepted and classified as 
open space land the assessing must under law record same 
with the register of deeds in the appropriate county on or 
before August Ist in each year. 


5. Land which has been classified as open space land on 
or after April 1, 1974 pursuant to this chapter shall be sub- 
ject to a land use change tax when it is changed to a use 
which does not qualify for current use assessment. The land 
use change tax shall be due and payable by the owner of 
record on April 1st next following the change in use. As of 
this date, the subject land shall be assessed on the advalorem 
value (RSA 75:1).

Application for Exemption for the Blind: 


RSA, Chapter 72, as amended. 


72:37 Exemption for the Blind. Every inhabitant up to 
the age of sixty-five years who is legally blind as determined 
by the blind services department of the vocational rehabili- 
tation division of the education department shall be exempt 
each year from taxation upon his or her residential real 
estate to the value of five thousand dollars, provided the 
value of such residential real estate in this state as assessed 
by the selectmen does not, exclusive of bona fide encum- 
brances of record thereon, exceed thirty thousand dollars. 
Provided that every such inhabitant sixty-five years of age 
and over shall be granted such exemption regardless of the 
amount of his equity in his residential real estate. 

72:29 Definitions: Il. The term “residential real estate” 
for the purposes of sections 28 to 34, inclusive shall mean the 
real estate which such person qualified for an exemption 
thereunder occupies as his principal place of abode together 
with any land or buildings appurtenant thereto and shall 
include a house trailer if used for said purpose. 

RSA 72:33 and 72:34 provide that the applicant must file 
with the selectmen or assessor an application duly executed 
on or before April fifteenth each year giving the informa- 
tion required by the form. If prevented by accident, mis- 
take or misfortune an application may be filed later but no 
exemption may be allowed after the local tax rate is ap- 
proved. Selectmen and assessors are required to examine 
the application and if satisfied the applicant has made any 
wilfully false statements they may refuse to grant the ex- 
emption, but the applicant may appeal to the Board of Tax- 
ation in writing within six months of receipt of his tax bill.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Carl E. Bowers 


The 1975-76 School year started with nine new members 
on our staff. Melinda Fields, Pamela Hoyt, Grade 2; Jo- 
hanna Kennett, Grade 3; Nina Giacoppe, Elementary Art; 
Annette Leel, Grade 1; Robert Culhane, Mathematics and 
Science; Mary Harte, Mathematics; Irvin Somero, Science; 
Vincent Sheehan, Business Subjects. In addition to the 
above, Steven McGettigan and Kathleen Murtagh joined the 
staff as teacher aides, and Janet Andrews joined the staff as 
Elementary School Nurse. 

Improvements in Reading, Mathematics, and writing has 
continued to be our number one goal. As we continue work- 
ing in these three areas at each grade level, ultimately, many 
of the basic concepts will become a part of the students’ 
background prior to their entrance into the Mascenic Re- 
gional School Middle Grades. 

Our master plan for Staff Development that was accepted 
by the State Department of Education goes from June 30, 
1975 to June 30, 1978. Staff Development is a system of 
in-service training leading to recertification of professional 
staff members through the satisfaction of determined educa- 
tional needs of the Community, School, Students and Staff. 
The Staff Development Committee consists of 12 members 
representing Administration, Teachers, Community Mem- 
bers, Students, Service peounel: School Board and Super- 
ent of Schools 

What do we mean when we mention Special Education? 
A program of Special Education is to provide the best and 
most effective education possible to all handicapped chil- 
dren in our district. Handicapped children includes those 
children who are physically, intellectually, and emotionally 
handicapped. This may be classroom instruction, instruction 
in physical education, home instruction, and instruction in 
various institutions. Related services would include trans- 
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portation and such developmental, corrective, and suppor- 
tive services as may be needed to help a handicapped child 
benefit from special education. Examples of related services 
include speech pathology and audiology, psychological 
services, physical and occupational therapy, and counseling 
services used for diagnostic and evaluation purposes. It 
also includes the early identification and assessment of 
handicap conditions in children. The Special Education 
Consortium has been of tremendous assistance in placing 
our children in various programs that will best meet their 
needs and help prepare them for later years in life. 

Transportation Workshops were conducted with the co- 

operation of the N.H. Department of Safety, Division of 
Motor Vehicles, in accordance with the New Highway 
Safety Manual as published by the U.S. Department of 
Transportation. Some of the specific objectives of the pupil 
transportation safety program is to ensure that each person 
who operates a vehicle is properly licensed and examined 
for this job. 
_ A greater degree of uniformity and safety in the loading 
and unloading of school children. Each child who rides in a 
school vehicle is instructed by the driver as to safe riding 
behavior, and proper evacuation procedures. All these ob- 
jectives will improve the operational safety of school buses 
on our State highways. 

During the year we continued our maintenance program. 
Greenville Public and Sacred Heart Public Schools were 
painted on the interior, roof repairs at the Mascenic Re- 
gional School, and painting at Mason, along with the regu- 
lar routine cleaning and repairs that take place during the 
summer months. 

Another year of progress was accomplished because we 
all worked together for the same cause. With this in mind, 
I would like to thank the Mascenic Regional School Board, 
and other Town Officials and the Citizens of the District for 
their helpfulness throughout this past year, also the School 
Staff who has worked very diligently in carrying out the 
objectives of a quality program for all girls and boys.

ANNUAL SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 
1975-1976 


The School vear of 1975-76 has come to an end. 

The Nurse’s work load was made much lighter upon the 
hiring of Mrs. Janet Andrew, RN to cover the elementary 
schools. 

Physical examinations were given to all athletes and the 
seventh grade pupils in the Mascenic school by Dr. Robert 
Wellwood. The children with defects were given notes 
signed by the Doctor to take home to their, parents. Mrs. 
Ann Aldrich, a volunteer, was very helpful with the physical 
examinations. 


Defects found were: 
1 Wheezes in the lungs 
1 ? Heart murmur 
2, Abdominal tenderness 
2 Orthopedic defects 
1 Dermatitis of the legs 


Mrs. Noreen O'Connell conducted a dental cleaning and 
fluoride application program on 23 children in the 6th grade. 
Children were given permission slips to take home for par- 
ents to sign if they desired to take part in this dental pro- 
gram. Along with the cleaning and fluoride application the 
children were given instructions on how to care for their 
teeth. This is a very worthwhile program and could save 
parents a great deal of expense by participating in this 
school dental program, as only a $2.50 fee was asked for 
from the parents toward the services of the hygienist. The 
State Dental Health Dept. supplied the equipment and 
materials for the hygienist. Cups and toweling were received 
from other sources. 

Again there was no TBC testing done in the schools this 
year. 

I assisted Mrs. Andrews in the first grade registration at 
the New Ipswich Congregational Church on April 19, 1976. 

It has been a busy year for first aid. Children were coming 
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into the nurse’s office for: pencil stab wounds, cuts, scratches, 
sprains, bruises, insect bites, blisters, burns, bloody noses, 
toothaches, earaches, a bite from a turtle, a fish, and com- 
plaints of not feeling well. Ill children were sent home if a 
parent could be reached to provide transportation and as- 
sume the responsibility. 

Consultations with parents were made 

Heights and weights taken 

Blood pressures were taken. I lectured to a science class on 
blood pressure and instructed the class on how to take blood 
pressures. 

Hair inspections were made. A couple of children had lice 
and nits and were excluded from school until the proper 
treatment had been received. 

Absenteeism was checked daily. Many parents seemed 
appreciative that this is being done. 

Many hours were spent on the Needs assessment com- 
mittee, a part of the Staff Development. Also Staff Develop- 
ment Meetings. 

I attended a workshop on school screening of spinal de- 
formities, 

I passed a basic first aid course in Nashua in October 

I attended an Asthmatic conference in Keene 

I was present in a VD Workshop at Mascenic 

I passed a Multi-Media Red Cross Instructors first aid 
course in Pembroke Conference Center 

I attended a meeting on the Swine flu immunization pro- 
gram in Concord. Plans are being made to immunize the 
school children in the fall.

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ELEMENTARY SCHOOL NURSE 
1975-76 Report 


The school year of 1975-76 has been a very busy year for 
the Elementary School Nurse. In September the first graders 
were checked for immunization and physical examination. 
A marked improvement on the effort of the parents to meet 
state requirements was noted and very much appreciated. 

Physicals were done by Dr. Robert Wellwood on all 
fourth graders, Mason Public School — 11, Greenville Public 
School — 19, and New Ipswich Central — 25. Those chil- 
dren who needed follow-up attention were given notes 
signed by the physician to be given to the parents. 

Again the dental hygienist, Mrs. Noreen O'Connell, con- 
ducted a cleaning and fluoride application program on two 
hundred seventy-one students in grades one through five. 
Parents were asked to contribute $2.50 per child for the 
program. The New Ipswich PTA, the Greenville School 
Club and the Mason School Club helped finance this pro- 
gram for indigent families and for other expenses not cov- 
ered by the New Hampshire Department of Dental Health. 
Besides the cleaning and fluoride treatment, this year the 
first graders were introduced to a program on nutrition. Dr. 
Fred Giaimo of New Ipswich volunteered his time to give 
individual instruction on the care and brushing of teeth to 
the first graders. Thank you to all volunteers, Mrs. O’Con- 
nell and Dr. Giaimo for making the dental program a suc- 
cess. 

A human growth and development program was intro- 
duced to the fourth and fifth graders this year. The program 
covers basic anatomy and function, special needs of boys 
and girls, and how to deal with problems of growing up. 

First grade registration was held at the New Ipswich 
Congregational Church on April 19, 1976 which was co- 
sponsored by the Greenville Lions Club. 

There were nine first graders registered in the Mason 
Public School; thirty-eight in the Sacred Heart Public 
School and forty-eight in the New Ipswich Central School. 
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All students were checked for weight and height. Vision 
and hearing tests were done on all third and fifth graders 
and special instructions in personal hygiene with first-aid 
care for minor injuries. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation to all who 
helped to make this school year a successful one!
